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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Goko (US 
2004/0078774). 

Regarding claim 28, Goko discloses all the claimed subject matter in claim 28 
including "transferring a stream of data between a first region and a second region, said 
regions clocked from a commonly originating clock signal such that a clock frequency 
ratio variable about an average value is established between said regions, the method 
comprising: 

buffering said data stream from said first region at a predetermined rate, 
initially synchronizing with said second region, and 
outputting said buffered data to said second region continually at said 
predetermined rate according to said initial synchronization" in Fig. 4; para. 0040 to 
para. 0052, in that data is transferred between first and second region (Fig. 4, element 
31 ), wherein the regions are clocked by a commonly originating clock signal (Fig., CLK); 
the clock frequency ratio variable about an average value is established between the 
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regions is inherent by the nature of the operation of RAM 33; data is written into and 
read from the RAM using the same rate (Fig. 4, CK1 and CK3 are delayed version of 
CLK) and that CK3 initially synchronizes with second region by the fact it originate from 
CLK. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-27 are allowed.
